Attached is the revised Motion. I have made edits to the text; 
and changed language in the moving clause instructing that 
an ordinance be prepared to remove the property within the 
boundaries of the HPOZ. Since the HPOZ was enacted via ordinance, 
the mechanism to alter the geographical boundaries is to prepare a 
new ordinance, and thereby repeal the boundaries of the original 
Pico Union HPOZ boundaries.
